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WHY STAY IN THE U.N. ? 


A Millstone "Round Our Necks

Two weeks ago we quoted the Wall Street Journal 
as saying that the United States is “no longer master of 
its own foreign policy.” Developments this last week 
make that even more obvious. 

At his press conference President Eisenhower was 
asked if the United States planned any economic aid or 
border protective actions in the Middle East. He replied, 
“These things should be done in the United Nations. And 
we are prepared to go along with any decision of that 
kind.” 

What he is saying is simpiy that he has committed 
the people of the United States, the economic and mili- 
tary power of the United States, in advance, to do what- 
ever the United Nations tells us to do. He doesn’t even 
know what the U.N. might do. Yet so slavishly devoted 
to the idea that the United Nations comes before every- 
thing else is he, that he is willing to submit America’s 
freedom of action, America's policies and plans ‘to 
United Nations direction. 

So, we are no longer “masters of our own foreign 
policy.” 

Other nations, large and small, are telling the United 
States how it should act. when it should act. how much 
it should spend and whether or not it must suffer war or 
privation. The American people have nothing to say 
about how their power is being used. The Congress is 
brushed aside or stands aside while the fortunes of our 
people, the future of our institutions, and liberty we 
prize above all else are placed into the hands of nations 
that ‘neither know nor care about the interests of the 
United States. 

For years our government under both. parties has 
operated under the delusion that the United Nations can 
solve the world’s problems in the face of failure after 
failure and war after war. We have put ourselves at the 
service of the United Nations and every time come out 
the loser. We have suffered humiliation, our first mili- 
tary defeat, continued loss of power and prestige to the 
Soviet Union. It was the United Nations that kept us 
from winning the Korean war and freeing North Korea. 

It was the United Nations that stalled us and stopped us 
from saving north Viet Nam from Communist China. It 
was the United Nations that haggled and hesitated and 
fumbled while Russian troops battered down the free 
people of Hungary in merciless slaughter. And now it is 
the United Nations that is going to decide what the 
United States should do in the Middle East! 

This is the slow but sure way to national suicide. 
No other nation is so dumbly subservient to the U.N.. 
weak or strong. The French roughly told the U.N, to 
Stay out of its affairs in Algeria. Tne British ignored 
any U.N. attempt to interfere in Cyprus. The Soviet 
Union has told the U.N. fime after time to keep its nose 
out of Hungary or Poland or any other place where 
Soviet interests are involved. Even little Israel has told

THE REALITY OF 
ARAB NATIONALISM 


Let us suppose that out of the present turmoil in the Middle 
East there should emerge a political union of the Arab states, 

Heretofore the U.S, has seen only dangers in Arab unity. 
They do exist, Perhaps, as some people fear, they override 
all else, But there is only one way to come to grips with that 
question, That is to examine honestly and without prejudice 
all the consequences of accepting Arab.unity and, equally im- 
portant, the consequences of opposing it, 

The first factor to be considered in any assessment of Arab 
unity must be Mr, Nasser, Heis certainly a potentiaally dangerous 
man, But Mr, Nasser is a hard and obvious fact, and unless we 
are prepared for a war to destroy him, will have to live with him, 

Moreover, if Nasser had never risen then there would have been 
some other Pan- Arabian leader calling for the same kind of Arab 
unity, Nasser*s strength lies in his appeal to the emotions of the 
people of the Middle East for a unity of political power, The Arabs, 
all the way from the Eastern Mediterranean to North Africa, are 
restless and many of them are ripe for unity. So Mr. Nasser is 
more than a head of one Arab state, He is a symbol, 

If Mr, Nasser-or some other symbolic leader-eventually suc- 
ceeds in putting together an Arab federation, what will we be 
faced with? 

An Arab power will have moved into the power vaccum created 
by the withdrawal of the British and French from the Middle 
East, Political control will have passed from the hands of the 
West into Arab hands, and that control would include the great basin 
of oil Western Europe needs so vitally, 

No one can view this without mis-givings. A new power, part- 
icularly a new power emerging suddenly through age-old resent-* 
ments, must be a question mark, But that it would be an anti-West- 
erm power is by no means automatic or inevitable, 

So far as Middle Eastern oil is concerned, the Arabs have 
little use for it except as a means of revenue, Since the Western 
world controls both the transportation and marketing of oil, an 
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Arab federation would be foolish not to come to some kind of 
still serves the West, One of the first actions of the Iraqi rebels 
was to announce that they would honor theoil agreements and that 
they had posted guards to protect the oil facilities from damage. 

So far as political power is concerned, whoever succeeds in 
creating one will also succeed in creating a force that may be- 
come something of a balance of power in that part of the world, 
Ip the conflict between the West and Russia it could well turn out 
to be 2 meutral power, for whoever holds it will be just as reluct- 
ant to turn it over t the Soviet as to the West, -- 

Such an independent, third force in the Middle East is not 
necessarily what we would most desire, But our prime purpose 
there, surely, is not so much that we should control the area 
as that it should not fall under the domination of Russia. And so the 
prospect of Arabian unity need not run counter to our own in- 
terests-unless we pursue a policy that drives the Arabs in the di- 
rection of Moscow, 

We are not supposing that it will be easy or simple to accom- 
odate to this new nationalism in the Middle East, We will still be 
left with great problems, But the alternative seems to be far worse, 
Unless we intend to create our own little principalities in the Mid- 
die East, and be prepared tw police themendlessly, we have got to 
face the reality of Arab nationalism that Mr, Nasser represents,

Let us see if we can take a sober look at the latest mess in 
the Middle East, The events in Lebanon, Iraq and other places 
--six to eight thousand miles from the United States--are being 
cited as evidence of the bankruptcy of the Eisenhower foreign 
policy, It is certainly a bankrupt policy, but it is hot confined 
to the President.

been bankrupt for the last twenty years, And it will go on being 
bankrupt so long as it is based, not on the safety and security 
of the United States, but on the interests of one or two great 
powers in Europe who, supposedly, are our allies, 

The gravity--indeed the potential tragedy--for Americans in 
the course we have been following is appalling. I don’t now 
how better to bring it home to you than to tell you of a call I 
had from a lady the other day--the day after the President 
ordered American troops into Lebanon, Here, much condensed, 
is what she said: ‘‘Mr, Fiynn, my husband volunteered for 
service in World War Two, He volunteered because he felt 
the world had to be rid of the scourge of Hitler's Naziism., 
He was killed ir the Anzio invasion, He left me with three 
young boys. I’ve raised them the best way I know, It hasn’t 
been easy, but I think I’ve done a good job. Now two of them 
are of military age. I’ve watched the world my husband died 
to save from Nazi-ism, turned over to the tender mercies of 
communism, I’ve watched Americans pour out their wealth 
to keep countries on our side--only to discover they don’t care 
about our side, Now, must I sit by and watch my sons die in 
places on the other side of the world, whose names I can't 
even pronounce? 4nd for what? Because the Arabs in one or 
another of these countries don’t like their government, and use 
violence to get rid of it?** : 


SAVING BRITISH AND FRENCH INTERESTS 


Well, what could I say to this troubledlady? That our interests 
in the Middle East were minor? But that those of our noble 
allies--Britain and France--were very great? Could I tell 
her that should a full-scale war flare up there it would be called 
a holy crusade against communism, but boil down to 
SAVING THE IMPERIALIST LIFE- AND INTERESTS 
OF BRITAIN AND FRANCE--and maybe get the sorely-pressed 
American politicians out of serious troubles at home? 

Now perhaps if we look coolly and dispassionately at the 
various forces at work in the Middle East, we can see more 
clearly why our policy is constantly getting us into trouble, 

The peoples of the Middle East are Arabs. There are some 
Christians among them, but the religion of the majority is 
Mohammedanism. They are a very religious people, This is 
important to remember because of its relation to the commu- 
nist threat, to which I will come in a moment, The Arab coun- 
tries are rich in certain great resources--chief of which is 
oil, But up to recent times, the Arabs were a very poor and 
backward people, This was due partly to local conditions and 
cultures, But to a much greater degree it was due to the fact 
that the Arab countries were wards, satellites or colonies of 
certain great European imperialist countries--chiefly Britain 
and France, This, of course, was a hangover from the days of 
empire-building, when Britain and France and other European 
‘nations roamed the world, gobbling up countries and peoples 
without so much as a by-your-leave, In the present century, 
as saner and more civilized counsel has prevailed in the im- 
perialist countries, they have tried to teach their colonists 
some of the elements of self-government, Along with this, 
education has grown among the Arab peoples, with many of 
their young men getting their schooling in Western European 
countries, But just the same, British and French exploitation 
of the Arab countries and their people--which continues even 
to this day--has left deep and lasting scars, 





ARAB NATIONALISM 
Now, in the turmoil which followed the two World Wars, a 


- new force made itself felt in the Middle East, It is now called 


Arab nationalism, It means simply THE DESIRE OF THE ARAB 
PEOPLES TO CONTROL THEIR OWN COUNTRIES AND THEIR

This week two of the things which economists 
most fear became realities. 

First off, many of the big steel companies an- 
nounced price increases ranging up to as much as 
$4.50 per ton. The companies stated that owing to 
recent wage hikes they were obligated to give their 
workers, their production costs had risen to the point 
where price increases had become mandatory. 

Since steel is a basic component of a tremendous 
number of consumer products it can be taken for 
granted that the hike in steel prices will soon -be fol- 
lowed by price rises in many other fields, including 
automobiles, refrigerators, washing machines and a 
host of other products. 

Secondly, federal government officials, as had been 
freely predicted, went before Congress with a request 
to have the national debt limit raised to a massive 
$288 billion. Currently the debt limit is pegged at $280 
billion but with government spending running far 
beyond government revenue, the administration wants 
a temporary hike in the debt limit to $288 billion until 
1960 when it hopes a $285 billion permanent level can 
be maintained. 


NGRESS will no doubt go along with the adminis- 

tration’s request as it really has no choice in the 
matter. But both the administration and Congress are 
kidding themselves and the public if they think that 
even a $288 billion debt limitation will hold for very 
long. 

The truth happens to be that the federal govern- 
ment may well wind up the current fiscal year with a 
staggering $13 to $15 billion deficit staring it in the 
face. Treasury officials are now predicting a deficit of 
only $10 billion but with corporation ‘profits this year 
running 32 per cent below last year’s figures this will 
mean a corresponding decline in the federal govern- 
ment’s corporation tax revenue so what now lobms as 
a $10 billion deficit could easily climb to a much 
higher figure. 

The government will have to finance its deficit 
spending by additional borrowing and in such a stag- 
gering amount that the result is certain to be highly 

_ In the past 20 years the purchasing power of our 
dollars has been on a steady decline. According to 
figures we saw this week our 1958 dollars are only 
worth 48 cents in comparison with our 1939 dollars. 
Thus, in a period of less than 20 years our dollars have 
shrunk to the point where they will now buy less than 
half what they would in 1939. 

More inflation on top of the price structures we already 
have in this nation is a-real and a present danger to us all. 
This should be a period for government to use the utmost 
restraint ‘in its borrowing and spending policies. But restraint 
seems to be a forgotten word in government circles today, 
and with the federal government dedicated to a policy of pil- 
ing up the biggest peacetime budget deficit in our history it 
won't be long before the purchasing power of our dollar takes 
another big, downward plunge.

Where can we 
better begin than with a firm pronounce- 
ment by this Congress that no American 
fighting man will be sent into action except 
under the American flag on orders of an 
American President, concerned with no 
office or duty or responsibilities to anything 
except the security of the United States and 
the preservation of our constitutional 
liberty?” 

What course of unaccountable human 
behavior has baffled the American people 
because the little state of Lebanon is caught 
in the vortex of its own civil war? 

The eternal wisdom of George Washing- 
ton’s warning against entangling alliances 
proves itself again today. And we have no 
Washington in the White House.’ Where in 
Congress do we find the brave men whose 
sole concern is the independence, the 
integrity and the security of the American 
people? We have none. 

Our State Department and our Executive 
Department have directed our concerns to 
Communism abroad. It is time to stop 
looking away to the Communist activities in 
the Middle East and to concern ourselves 
about the Communism here at home. 

The Eisenhower -Supreme Court has 
handed down a series of decisions which the 
Communist press has called one of the 
greatest victories they ever had. 

Our own President ‘concocted a scheme to 
halt the McCarthy investigations of Com- 
munism here in our own legislative halls 
and courts. Somehow the people have got 
to be aroused or we are not going to have a 
country of free men very long. 

J. Edgar Hoover time and again has 
warned us of the infiltration of the Com- 
munist forces here at home. 

Senator Jenner warns us that our policy 
in the Middle East is designed and directed 
to get us morally involved, then to send our 
troops and then to ask the United’ Nations 
to please take over and guide our soldiers 
so that we can call. the whole operation 
legal. This whole business is infamous. 


The precedent ‘set up in 1950 still 
stands. Me cident of the United States,. 
serving under the Constitution, accepted 
office as agent of the United Nations and 
used his constitutional authority as Com- 
mander-in-Chief to put our troops under 
the United Nations command. And no action 
has ever been taken by Congress to repudi- 
ate that advance toward World Govergment. 
Instead Congress added to the Middle East 
Resolution a provision giving the President 
authority to send‘American troops to serve 
in the U.N. forces and allowed American 
funds® for their expenses. Thus we have 
subjected our soldier sons to the domination 
of an alien power. ; 

There can be no. security for America 
unless we are sufficiently self-reliant fo 
insure that no President of our country can 
use American troops in an unconstitutional. 
manner. Our troops must serve only *s a 
national force of the United States under 
our President whose only military responsi- 
bility is as Commander-in-Chief of the 
American forces under our Constitution. 

The American spirit has never accepted 
the thought of defeat. Our soldiers when 
forced into battle have always engaged in 
combat to win. In Korea for the first time 
we had a President who, yielding to the 
dictates from the United Nations and Great 
Britain would not permit our General to 
win. Recalled him. And that is the first 
defeat in American history. 

It is not American, it is not honorable to 
draft our boys into an- army that is 


compelled to submit to such betrayals and CANS, 


At this moment, there is one 
ray of hope in the Middle East- 
,, ern situation: millions of Amer- 
icans, who had never really 
thought about the United Nat- 
ions, but who had assumed that 
it was good because they had 
been brainwashed into thinking

The first is 
to do everything to weaken the Soviet war 
machine. That means weakening their 
control over the vast supply areas in the 
satellite countries. It means ending trade, 
loans, cultural and diplomatic relations with 
all Communist governments, and every 
country which traffics with them. Second, 
we must tell the nations which wish to stay 
free to rely on direct action, without the 
present costly time-consuming, secretive 
international overhead with its possibilities 
of Communist infiltration. Third, we must 
restore the United States politically and 
economically to the peak of health and 
strength.”

Conservatives—among whom we are proud to 
be numbered—are often termed reactionary and 
opposed to change—and therefore against “prog- 
ress.” It is not logical, of course, to take the 
position that change necessarily means progress— 
but that is the line the liberals take. 


However, let this conservative state here and 
now that he believes the time has come when we 
need a complete change, when we need another 
revolution in this country—not a military revolu- 
tion this time, but an economic and political revo- 
lution.

But having reached this position of affluence and 
abundance in our cycle as a nation, we have, as 
has so often been true of other nations in history, 
become apathetic and soft. We have accepted 
overwhelming taxation and bureaucratic domina- 
tion of our affairs until the Spirit of ’76 is no long- 
er with us. Now, instead of taking care of our 


government, we want the government to take éare . 


of us. 


If we are ever to regain the spirit that made ys 
a great nation and that is necessary if we are to 


remain a great nation, we must have a i, 
certo of the eiaing order ange ting 


for a conservative tb say. But we do say. 

this change must come in both our national econo- 

my and our national politics. 
We must once again start paying our debt and 


living within our income. Otherwise, we are 
headed .for disastrous inflation that will destroy 





our economy and we shall see ourselves weaken as 
other nations have weakened that have not had the 
stamina and fortitude to stop this insidious 
process. 


Our national debt is now more than $275 billion 
and is headed steeply higher—a debt the like of 
which no nation on the face of the earth has ever 
known. We could commit a no more dastardly 
crime than to pass this debt on to our children as 
if we were in no way responsible for it—and yet 
that is what we give every indication of doing. 


We have balanced our national budget in only 
5 of the last 28 years—and in at least two of these 
more or less by inadvertance. In other words, our 
government has spent more than it has earned, 
has lived beyond its means, in 23 of the last 28 
years. We are now faced with a budget deficit for 
the current fiscal year of between $10 billion and 
$12 billion—the highest peacetime deficit in our 

All of this indicates an unwillingness on our 
part to face economic realities that is unworthy 
of a great nation and a self-reliant people; in fact, 
continuation of such unwillingness would even- 
tually result in our no longer being a great nation. 


We need a political revolt because we can no 
longer rely upon either of our political parties to 
furnish the leadership necessary to get us out of 
the morass of overwhelming taxation, increasing 
debt, deficit financing and welfare statism into 
which we have fallen. 

The two party system is good only so long as 
it gives us two parties in fact and not in name only, 
two parties that give us a choice between systems 
and philosophies and not two parties advocating 
the same system and philosophy. What we need 
right now is not a third party—but a second party. 
The real patriot these days is the independent 
voter, one who votes for the man and not for the 


In the long run it is still “we, the people” who 
are responsible for whatever happens. Do we 
have the courage to bring about this badly needed 
revolution in governmental affairs? That is a 
serious question—and upon the way we answer 
it depends the future of the nation.

Importance of 
Smith Bill Victory 


Oa July 17 the House of Representatives passed the Smith 
Bill--H.R, 3--by the large majority of 241 to 155, Thus one 
important step forward has been taken toward protecting the 
States against the Supreme Court's doctrine of an all-powerful 
Federal government, 

Congressman Clarence Brown of Ohio, in the House debate on 
H.R, 3, stated: “This bill comes to you because of a decision 
of the Supreme Court of the United States in the Steve Nelson 
case from Pittsburg, Pa,, in which a man was convicted of sub- 
versive activities under a State law, The Supreme Court of the 
United States overruled the Supreme Court of Pennsylvania by 
saying that inasmuch as there was a Federal law dealing with 
subversive activities, Pennsylvania could not have a State law 
along the same lines, . . . .The Constitution of the United States 
under the Bill of Rights, or the 10th amendment, reserves to 
the States all rights which the States themselves have not 
delegated w the Federal government under the Constitution, 
Certainly THE CONSTITUTION DOES NOT PROHIBIT A STATE 
FROM HAVING AN ANTI-SUBVERSIVE LAW TO PROTECT ITS 
OWN POEPLE, under its own police powers, against the activ- 
ities of espionage agents and other subversives, It has a right 
to have a law against the sale of narcotics, It has a right to 
protect its citizens from other crimes or violations of their 
rights just as the Federal government has the right, through 
the Congress, to protect the people of the Nation as a whole in 
the same ways under Federal laws,"" 

And Congressman Edgar Hiestand added: “The Federal Bu- 
reau of Narcotics enforcement, for example, has only some 
200 operatives to cover the entire United States, Europe, Asia, 
Africa and South America, Where would we be without thousands 
of State and local law-enforcement officers? But can they do 
their job with the threat of reversal from State laws because 
of pre-emption hanging over them?*’ 

Then Congressman Howard Smith of Virginia stated: ‘‘There 
is a case pending in the State of Virginia right this minute; a 
narcotics case where they have gone into the Federal Courts 
and asked the Federal Courts to enjoin the State from prosecuting 
a narcotics ring.”’ 

Congressman Jack Westland of Washington State said: ‘In 
the past 20 years, the Supreme Court has reversed more estab- 
lished constitutional principles than were changed during all the 
other years of the Court’s existence, Now there is the ruling 
in the Steve Nelson case which has broadened and extended the 
doctrine of pre-emption to a point where it is conceivable that 
many State statutes could be ruled unconstitutional, Already 
A STATE IS LEFT POWERLESS TO ENFORCE ITS SEDITION 
LAWS, leaving us in a situation that delighted the Communists, 
Why did this happen? It happened because the SUPREME COURT 
PRESUMED AN INTENTION OF CONGRESS that hasn*t existed, 
There is concern in my district of Washington State over the 
situation, and unless something is done to insure the rights of 
States, ALL OF OUR STATES CAN ULTIMATELY BECOME 
ENGULFED BY FEDERALISM,”

Summing up the debate on oR, 3, Congressman Howard 
Smith said: “This bill does exactly two things, It says w the 
Supreme Court: 

* (11) DO NOT UNDERTAKE TO READ THE MINDS OF THE 
CONGRESS; we, in the Congress, think ourselves more capable- 
of knowing our minds than the Supreme Court has proved itself 
capable of in the past; and we will do our own mind reading; 
and we are telling you that when we get ready to repeal a State 
law or pre-empt a field, we will say so and we will not leave 
it to the Supreme Court to guess whether we are or not, 

* (2) The other thing this bill does IS TO SAY THAT THE 
SUPREME COURT MUST NOT KNOCK DOWN STATE LAWS 
UNLESS THEY ARE IN IRRECONCILABLE CONFLICT WITH 
A FEDERAL LAW. What that means is that the Federal law 
shall always be supreme when it is in conflict with State law, 
but if it is not in conflict with the State law that the Supreme 
Court must not go out of its way to knock down State laws un- 
less the Congress has told them to do so,’ 

“What all that means is what this Government started with, 
and that is the OLD JEFFERSONIAN PRINCIPLE THAT THE 
BEST GOVERNMENT IS THE LOCAL GOVERNMENT and that 
we should let our States write our laws as far as they reasonably 
can when it does not conflict with Federal law, 

“This whole argument has been a mystery to me and it is 
still a mystery to me, Why are the opponents of this bill afraid 
to trust the people who sent them here to Congress from back 
home?** And then Congressman Smith addressed this question 
to his opponents in the House: ‘‘What are you afraid of? WHY 
ARE YOU NOT WILLING TO LET YOUR PEOPLE BACK HOME 
BE GOVERNED BY THE LAWS OF YOUR HOME STATE?”

Paul Bang-Jensen has lost his attempt to retain his posi- 
tion as a political officer of the United Nations, He is the man 
who rejected insistent demands that he hand over the names 
of witmesses who, under pledges that their identity would be 
kept secret, gave testimony to the U.N, commission inquiring 
into the Russian intervention to suppress revolution in Hungary. 

Bang-Jensen had not exceeded his authority in giving assur- 
ances that the identity of witnesses would be a closely held 
secret, The names in question did not get into U.N, files, 
But now despite the correcmess of his behavior, he is a for-

Throughout the proceedings against him for “grave miscon- 
duct,"’ Bang-Jensen asserts, his defense was hampered at every 
tum, He was denied access to documents, to the counsel of

REE ENTERPRISE versus the 

welfare state—this is the po- 
litical line that divides Americans 
into two philosophical camps. One 
consists mainly of those who

“4, Afticulate and effective sup- 
port of the constitutional provision 
guaranteeing that all powers not 
expressly granted to the Federal 
Government are reserved to the 
states and to the people. 





“5. Intelligent and energetic use 
of the secret ballot and the demon- 
strated desirability of an effective 
two-party political system in im- 
plementing the capacity of free 
men and women to control their 
own destinies. 


“6. Active participation in the 
primary and political convention 
decisions within the political party 
of our own choice, so as to select 
appropriate nominees, and the de- 
termination to support—regardless 
of party affiliation—candidates for 
office who most nearly embrace 
and support the provisions of this 
policy statement.” 


OW much this organization 
will accomplish can only be 
guessed at now. But it is clearly 
an outgrowth of nationwide dis- 
satisfaction with the present make- 
up of both major political parties 
and particularly with the welfare 
state notions of those presently 
in control of the Democratic Par- 
ty’s northern wing.
